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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. The 
argument that Salo does not disclose or suggest a stimulation circuit configured to stimulate the patients heart as a function of the 
measured impedance is not persuasive because Salo specifically states that the impedance is used to control the pacing site/rate or 
relative timing (AV delay) in column 3, lines 36-44, and column 4, lines 60-65.. The argument that Chirife does not disclose the use of a 
pair of electrodes in the patient's left ventricle is not persuasive since Chirife states in column 3 that his system is used for measuring 
ventricular impedance with the lead disposed in the "left" heart and shows in figure 3 how it is measured in the ventriclular chamber using 
four electrodes, with electrodes 18 and 20 located in the ventricle to sense the voltage to determine impedance. 
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
